1. This is in response to your request of 1 March to prepare 
a memorandum relative to the Director's 27 February statement 

bout Soviet astronauts to the House Foreign Affairs Committee. 

2. The question of whether or not Gagarin actually was the 
astronaut who flew Vostok I was exhaustively studied shortly 
after the flight and at that time OSI concluded that "the vehicle 
aunched on 12 April did in fact contain a man and that the occupant
